morning, located all of the 
stolen 
goods, excepting

cash, in a 
carton at the rear of the Eagles’ 
property along Race

alley. 
The same box contained a set of 
burglars’ tools. 
Cellar Door Forced Open 
T he lodge home had been closed 
about 12:30 o’clock 
this 
m orning. 
Tile robbery was discovered at 6:30 
o’clock by James A. Aumen, West 
Middle street, when he opened the 
building 
this 
morning. 
Borough 
police were 
notified 
immediately 
and Chief of Police Lloyd E, Wis- 
ler and Officer Guise responded.

Harrisburg, Dec. 9 (AP) — Penn­ 
sylvania’s commission for participa­ 
tion in the New York W orld's fair 
will ask the 1939 legislature for at 
least $200,000 to complete the Key­ 
stone state’s exhibit. 
Mrs. George H. Earle, chairm an 
of the commission, said it so far 
has not contracted for expenditure 
of a “penny more” than the $75,000 
appropriated 
by 
legislature 
and 
contributions of $25,000 each by the 
city of Pittsburgh and Allegheny 
county. 
The 
exhibit 
is 
“coming 
along 
nicely,” the governor's wife said, ex­ 
plaining that the additional money 
is needed for its interior decoration, 
outfitting and other expenses.

will be a replica of Philadelphia's 
Independence Hall, and its very size. 
Construction of the building is u n ­ 
der way, supervised by A rchitect 
W alter Gropius of Harvard and his 
two Pennsylvania assistants.

Washington, Dec. 9 (AP) — Tile 
social security advisory council will 
recommend to congress and the 
President this week-end early ex­ 
tension of the federal old age insur­ 
ance system to at least 2,600,000 
more workers. 


Probably they also will advocate 
beginning insurance payments Janu­ 
ary I. 1940, instead of January I, 
1942. 
These intentions were disclosed by 
informed persons today just before 
the council met to complete plans 
for revising the social security pro­ 
gram along more liberal lines. 
No recommendations for changing 
the insurance reserve system, target 
of much republican criticism, were 
in prospect. 
Nor was there any 
likelihood that the recent months of 
political discussion of old age pen­ 
sions would bring any official sug­ 


gestion for upward revision of pay­ 
ments. 
Thus the council’s program is cer­ 
tain to be under heavy Are in con­ 
gress. Both republicans and advo­ 
cates of bigger pensions have served 
notice that they intend to put up a 
stiff struggle for their own ideas on 
providing for America’s aged. 
The council’s proposal to alter the 
date may include corrollary recom­ 
mendations for permitting workers 
to continue earning wage credits 
beyond 65 in order to increase their

“The obligation courts have placed 
on a driver to stop, look and listen 
at grade crossings is a hangover 
of 
the 
ox-cart 
and 
wagon-team 
age," he commented. 
The commission announced com ­ 
pletion of a study of accidents, fa ­ 
t a l e s and injuries at the more than 
10,000 grade crossings in the state 
during recent years. 
Chairman D. J. Driscoll said it 
probably would be the basis of a 
recommendation for new legislation, 
asking more state or federal aid in 
a program to reduce loss of lives 
and property through installation of 
modern safety signals or elim ination 
of grade crossings. 
“Representatives of the railroads 
who conferred with the commission 
Wednesday reported that this grade 
crossing situation has grown out of 
proportion, for the railroads to bear 
the costs,” said Driscoll. 
“They argued that the burden of 
providing crossing protection should 
be lifted from the distressed rail­ 
roads, and their argument is not 
without merit.” 
He pointed out that little more 
than half of the 843 intersections on 
through-traffic highways are pro­ 
tected by watchmen, gates, or lights. 
Driscoll said the com m ission’s re­ 
port would be made available to all 
railroads in the state, in the interest 
of drafting future policies of co­ 
operation 
to 
elim inate 
crossing 
hazards.

Good Samaritans who grab up an 
accident victim, dump him into an 
automobile, and rush pell-mell off to 
a hospital, have the best intentions 
in the world but often do more 
harm than good, according to an 
official of the Gettysburg Motor 
club. 
"Doctors are agreed, that in nine 
cases out of ten, the best course is 
to make the patient as comfortable 
as possible and allow him to lie 
quietly until the ambulance arrives. 
Of course, good judgment should be 
exercised in all cases but unless there 
is a large loss of blood or unless 
the ambulance is not expected for 
a long time, the patient will be done 
more harm than good by a rough, 
fast ride to the hospital. 
“This is particularly true when 
the patient is suffering from shock. 
This condition is only aggravated by 
a nerve-wracking ride through traf­ 
fic before he gets medical help. In 
cases of fractures, it is doubly dan­ 
gerous to move a victim because the 
break may become compound—that 
is, the broken bone may force its 
way through the skin, which makes
